Comparative Cost of Fireproof Con- 


struction. 


At this time'of the year many are 


auilding or planning to build. 
We 


urge upon all such the Necessity and 
advisability of using lire resistive ma- 
terials as far as possible. 


The comparative cost and reasons 


showing the need, both private and 
public, oAflrepropf construction arc 
well stated by Philip H. Bevler, C. S., 
as follows:

"At the present price of building 


material, fireproof construction can 
l>e erected at a, cost not to exceed 10 
to 15 per cent more than non-proof, 
and when we consider that fireproof 
buildings1 deteriorate about one-ninth 
u£ 1 per cent per year as compared 
to 4 per cent for ordinary buildings, 
that they rent better and that money 
can <be borrowed on them on better 
terms, that they are vermin-proof, 
cooler in summer and warmer In win- 
ter, 
It wo,uld certainly seem the part 


of wisdom and self-intecest to adopt 
a better method in every case when a 
building is Intended to be a permanent 
character. 


When a man builds a house In the 


country, It may be that he has a right 
to jeopardize his own life and prop- 
erty and those of his family and gam- 
ble with the insurance companies, but 
there is rto question that the owner of 
property in a city or town has no right 
to erect a 'structure which will bo n 
menace to the safety of the life and 
property of the adjacent owner. The 
principle is clearly recognized in prac- 
tice, and many of the smaller cities arc 
adopting building codes requiring fire- 
proof construction throughout a cer- 
tain portion of the business section, 
and semi-proof buildings in \VSK con- 
gested districts.

If one half of the money spent by 


American cities for flre losses wore 
spent for better building construction, 
the annual loss by flre would soon be 
Bin to decrease. Improvement along 
the line of better construction can only 
come gradually. It can and should be 
hastened in thickly settled cominunl 
lies by stringent building lawn.

Men Who Defy Authority. 


It is only a few years since a Mont- 


f al (Cana-j-a) man. well known, about 
fa wn for his eccentricities of manner, 
s artled the communny one summer 
e -ening by barricading himself in an 
u >tonn boarding house, and with the 
a d of a rifle succeeded in keeping at 


bay the police and detective forces of 
the city. Even the fire department, 
\\hich was called to the aid of the 
police, could not avail to suppress the 
lone defter of the law, -nho Killed one 


I policeman outright, and succeeded in 


wounding the head of the detective 
force, Silas Carpenter, now chief of 
police of Edmonton, Alberta. The man 
was eventually wounded, captured and 
convicted of murder, but never exe- 
cuted 
He was adjudged insane. 


Away in far-off Russia in a little 


village near Odessa, a band of robbers 


waylaid and robbed a back messenger 
the other day of $15,000. Tracked by 
the police to an isolated cottage on 
the outskirts of the town, the men 
opened a fusilade on their pursuers 
and seriously wounded two constables. 
Then the officer in command of the 
police equad resolved to adopt des- 
perate measures. Despatching a con- 
stable to the local arsenal he orocured 
a powerful bomb. This was thrown 
through a window, with the result 
that the cottage was utterly wrecked 
and the five bandits killed. The po- 


lice-master of the village has now 
issued an order to the effect that in 
all future cases where larmed robbers 
take refuge in a detached dwelling 
and compel a siege, bombs may be 
employed in order to avoid casualties 
to the besieging police. 


Shipyards Kept Busy. 


The shipyards of the leading com- 


mercial nations of the world are still 
very 'busy, notwithstanding" the large 
additions recently made to the avail- 
able tonnage of the merchant marine 


of Europe and America. Last year's 
losses were uncommonly heavy, head- 
ed, of course, by the Titanic disaster, 
and there is a record-breaking volume 
of traffic by sea in all parts of the civ- 
ilized world. The approaching open- 
ing of the Panama canal has an im- 
portant effect upon the demand for 
new vessels of large tonnage and high 
power.

It Is only a few years since a Mont- 


real (Cana-ia) man. well known about 
ti:wn for his eccentricities of manner, 
startled the community one summer 
e 'ening by barricading himself In an 
uptown boarding house, and with the 
a:d of a ride succeeded in keeping at. 


bay the police and detective forces o£ 
the city. Even the fire department, 
which was called t6 the aid of the 
police, could not avail to suppress the 
lone defler of the law, who killed one 
policeman outright, and succeeded in 
wounding the head of the detective 
force, Silas. Carpenter, now chief of 
police ot Edmonton, Alberta. The man 
was eventually wounded, captured and 
convicted of murder, but never exe- 
cuted. He was adjudged insane. . 


Away in far-off Russia . in a. little 


near Odessa, a band,of robbers 


waylaid and robbed a bank messenger 
the other'day of: $15,000. Tracked by 
the police to. an isolated cottage on 
the outskirts of the town, the men 
opened a fusilade on their-pursuers 
and seriously -wounded two constables. 
Then the officer in command of the 
police squad resolved to adopt des- 
perate measures. . Despatching a con- 
stable to the local .arsenal lie procured 
a.powerful bomb. .This was thrown- 
through a wiiidow, -with the ; result 
that the cottage .was utterly wrecked 
and the five baaditB killed.

lice-master'• of the village -has now 
Issued an order to the! effect that in 
all future cases where larmed robbers 
take refuge in a detached 
dwelling 


and .compel a siege, bombs may. be 
employed in order to alvoid casualties 
to the besieging police.

such fortunes as have the Rockefell- 
ers, Carnegie, Ryan, Gould and the 
rest of them, would feel a little natu- 
ral gratitude to the Creator of their 
blessings and be willing to return for 
government support, protection, op- 
portunity and benefits, a tithe of the 
vast sums they gather in each year as 
their incomes from the vaster sums 
they have amassed. But that is not 
the way of the millionaire. 


Again it would seem that men who 


yearly with more or less ostentation 
give away many times the amount of 
any income tax; men who talk of the 
evil of dying rich, would welcome a 
legal means of aiding the government 
and relieving the tax burdens of the 
people they like to £id through their 
^•benefactions.

Income Taxes the World Over. 
It is not-easy to compare the income 


ax proposed in the Underwood bill 
with those collected elsewhere, since 
ates, rules and exceptions are con- 
tantly changing, and many 
other 


orms of taxation are little distinguish- 
d from income taxes proper. 
For instance, the separate German 
tales levy Income taxes. 
Some Ger- 


man cities do also; and the imperial 
Jerman government is about to take 
,n especial contribution from large 
ncomes, presumably paid in five In- 
tallments; so that for five years, and 
jerhaps longer, some Germans may 
lave triple income taxes to pay. 


In Great Britain the estate taxes 


evjed as death duties bring in a reve- 
nue of $125,000,000 a year. They are 
graduated, rising to 8 and 10 per cent 
m iarge estates; on those of over 
15,000,000 the first $5,000,000 pays 
0 per cent and the remainder 15 per 
ent. 
The British income tax proper was 


evied off and on during the Napoleonic 
wars, and steadily since 1842. The 
exemption has varied from $500 to 
800, and is now the latter figure. The 
ate has varied from less than 1 per 
ent, upward. 
During the Boer war 


t rose to 14d. in the pound, or nearly 


per cent. It was not then gradua- 


ed. A super-tax is now levied, and 
he principles of graduation and dis- 
rimination have been further intro- 
duced, though to a. less extent than 
n the continent. The tax is produc- 
ng this year $220,000,000, more than 
wice what the Underwood bill con- 
emplates. An earned income of $15,- 
00 pays 9d. in the pound on $9.200 
nd 14d. on $5,000, $800 being exempt. 
tn unearned income paya 14d. In 
general, the lowest rate is 9d., or about 
.75 per cent. 
The highest is 14d., 


with a super-tax -of 6d. on Incomes of 
"pr $25,000; or in all a littler abovj 
per cent. 
Besides the general ex- 


mption, there is a special exemption 
f }50 for each child under sixteen. 
A man with five children and $1.200 
1 year pays 9d. in the pound on $150, 
ir about $5.40 tax. 


Austria divides the income tax into 
cry many minute graduations. 
The 


exemption is $250, but above that 
imit the entire income is taxed. The 
owest rate is 0.6 per ceat; strictly 
peaking, there is no "highest". The 
rate continues to rise as the income 
ncreases. At $42,500 the tax paid Is 
1,937.50, or 4.5 per cent An income 
>f $500,000 would pay close to 5 per 
?ent. 
There are various exemptions 


or the emperor, diplomats, soldiers, 
amilies with children, the" blind, crip- 
pled, bedridden, etc. . 


The German income tax laws vary 


with the state. In Prussia the exem- 
ption is $225. 
An income of 
$250 


pays $1.50. The rate averages 3 per 
cent, but large incomes pay 5 per cent 
upon the greater part. 
Earned in- 


comes are taxed less than unearned 
ones, and there are numerous exem- 
ptions. Saxony has 118 graduations 
and taxes an income of $100 24 cents 
There is an abatement for children 
Large incomes pay a much higher rate 
than moderate ones. Bavaria taxes 
earned income up to 3 per cent, un 
earned income up to 4 pre cent. Thi 
exemption in the case of unearned in 
come is only $17.50. If you have, say 
$20 unearned income it pays 30 cent 
tax. 


The tax in Italy rises to 20 per cen 


on large incomes, but takes the plac 
of other taxation to an extent not her 
contemplated. Much the same is tru 
of Spain. 


New Zealand, a country very ad 


vanced in social legislation, exempt 
incomes up to $1,500. Incomes ove 
$6,500 pay 5 per cent and so do cor 
porations. 


In thirty-seven countries of th 


world the income tax is estimated t 
yield one-half of all the returns from 
direct taxation. In Gnjat Britain i 
yields more than half. 


Wisconsin has a state Income tax 


The exemption is $800 for a singl 
person, $1,200 for husband and wife 
and $200 for each minor or other de 
pendent The rate varies from 1 to 
per cent. 
A Wisconsin millionairt

Minnie Maddern Fiske was recently 
published in the Milwaukee Sentinel. 
We repeat it for• the -benefit of our 
readers. 


Members of the Audubon society 


are deeply interested in legislation 
relating1 to the protection of .birds. 
As Colonel Roosevelt has said: "It is 
a disgrace to America that we should 
permit the sale of 
the 
aigrettes.' 


When some aigrette company tried to 
establish itself in New Jersey, Presi- 
dent Wilson, who was then governor 
of that state, killed the bill that would 
have allowed this indecent traffic, and 
expressed himself in these words: 
"I 


think New Jersey can get along- with- 
out blood money." 


The aigrette is torn from the live 


mother bird in the nesting season and 
the little ones are'left'to starve, 'One 
of the plume hunters of a southern 
country writes: 
"The natives of the 


country do virtually all of the hunting- 
for feathers. 
I have seen them fre- 


quently pull the plumes from the 
wounded birds, leaving the crippled 
birds to die of starvation, unable to 
respond to the cries of their young in 
the nests above, which were calling 
for food.

I could write you 
many pages of horrors practiced in 
gathering aigrette feathers in Vene- 
zuela by the natives for the millinery 
trade of Paris and New York."

with interest. 
The enormous pxtent 


of town lands in the Xwartkop direc- 
tion have been shown to be well adapt- 
ed for wattle tree growing. The au> 
tborltles have therefore 
decided to 


turn this land to account, for which 
purpose they have already placed 
about 1,000 acres under cultivation, 
and from all accounts tbe young trees 
are doing splendidly.' The wattle tree 
is principally grown in Natal for its 
bark, the tannic properties of which 
are very valuable. Of late years a 
very big industry has been created in 
connection with this tree, and if Ple- 
termaritzburg experiment is a success 
it should result in a considerable r» 
duction of the city rates. 
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Prom Greece it advanced to Italy and 
Spain by successive stages, and was 
taken to Old Mexico by its Spaniards 
about 1519 A. D.

Take one yard of the silk and mark 


the position of the roses. Arrange 
these in seven rows across the width 
and seven across the length, alternat- 
ing four and three roses 
Start the 


rows four inches from the edge. 


Baste one piece of the silk to a layer 


of cotton before joining the other piece 
Sew through the two pieces of silk 
and the cotton at the places marked 
for the roses, and neatly whipstitch 
the four sides of the comforter togeth- 
er. To fashion the ribbon roses take 
one-eighth of a yard of ribbon a half 
inch in width. ' Turn under the edges 
and crease the ribbon at the center. 
Roll the ribbon around until a center 
is formed and sew firmly in position. 
Swirl the remainder of the ribbon 
loosely around the heart of the rose 
until it is completed. 


Fasten a rose securely to each place 


marked on the comforter.
